


HBRF Honored at Members Appreciation Day 


July 18 marked Members Appreciation 
Day at the ANS with recognition paid to 
long term staff members, to the volunteers 
who regularly assist in a variety of ANS 
functions during the year, and with presen- 
tation of the Society’s Distinguished 
Volunteer Award for 1998 to the Harry 
Bass Research Foundation. Mrs. Harry W. 
Bass Jr. was present to receive the citation 
and silver medal during ceremonies that 
focused on the many and generous conttri- 
butions Harry Bass and the HBRF have 
made to the ANS and the study of numis- 
matics. Mr. Bass died on April 4, 1998. 


Welcome by President Houghton 


ANS President Arthur A. Houghton 
welcomed the overflow audience gathered 
to honor their fellow members. Noted 
Houghton, “this joyous occasion is devot- 
ed to celebrating the members whose loy- 
alty and unselfish devotion to the work of 
the Society is so deeply appreciated by all 
of us. Our special thanks and appreciation 
goes to Doris Bass for honoring us with 
her presence on behalf of the Harry Bass 
Research Foundation, this year’s recipient 
of the Society’s Distinguished Volunteer 
Award.” 

For the first time since the Society 
began honoring 50-year members, there 
was not have a current member celebrating 
this anniversary during 1998. Houghton 
reported that, “happily we have several in 
the wings for 1999 and so we can look for- 
ward to continuing this important ceremo- 
ny recognizing long-term members of the 
Society whose loyalty brings them to this 
important milestone. Among the 50-year 


honorees of past years in our audience 
today is T.R. Fehrenbach of San Antonio, 
Texas, recognized in absentia last year at 
this time and now, I am delighted to say, 
joining us as our guest speaker later this 
afternoon.” Mr. Fehrenbach, whose books 
on a variety of historical subjects have 
achieved an enviable measure of popular 
success, was the featured speaker for the 
afternoon. 


Staff Members Honored 


In a pleasant surprise for the recipients, 
Mr. Houghton presented three long-term 
staff members with engraved silver medals 
marking their twenty-fifth anniversaries of 
employment. He noted, “This institution is 
blessed with employees for whom the 
ANS is their lifelong career. I would like 
to take this opportunity to recognize three 
members of our staff who have recently 
completed 25 years with the ANS by pre- 
senting to them suitably engraved silver 
medals. In order of longevity: our Building 
Superintendent, Ed Owens, who began 
here in 1969; Dr. Michael Bates, Curator 
of Islamic Coins, who came to us from the 
University of Chicago in 1970; and Dr. 
William Metcalf, who is celebrating his 
25th anniversary this year.’ Two other 
employees, ANS Executive Director 
Leslie A. Elam and Librarian Francis D. 
Campbell, had been similarly honored in 
1988. 


Recognition of Volunteers 


Houghton then turned the program over 
to Elam to recognize the Society’s devoted 


cadre of volunteers — those who contribute 
of their time, their skills, and their knowl- 
edge in the furtherance of the Society’s 
objectives. 

In introductory remarks, Elam noted, 
“From its earliest days, the Society has 
benefited from the volunteer efforts of its

Six “seasoned” and two new volunteers 
were recognized by the relevant ANS staff 
persons. Elam began the description of 
contributed services during the past year 
by recording the Society’s ongoing appre- 
ciation to Dr. Philip Mossman of Hamden, 
Maine, who is now in his second year as 
the volunteer Editor of the Colonial 
Newsletter, published by the ANS since it 
was donated to us by the Colonial 
Newsletter Foundation in 1997. 

Carmen Arnold-Biucchi, ANS 
Margaret Thompson Curator of Greek 
Coins discussed two volunteers in her 
department: Hyla A.Troxell and Ted 
Withington. 

“The Greek Department has the privi- 
lege and the honor of dedicated services 
by two very special people and today I 
would like to pay tribute to them and rec- 
ognize them in public. The first is Hyla A. 
Troxell who has been working in the 
Greek Department since she took a 
Columbia Seminar in Numismatics with

Margaret Thompson in the sixties, I 
believe. She has done so much work, 
from the more menial tasks of rearrang- 
ing trays and writing labels to catalogu- 
ing and attributing coins and she has pro- 
duced so many important publications 
that I have always considered her more as 
a mentor and a colleague than as a volun- 
teer aide. Over the years she has also 
donated very interesting coins to the 
Society and I would like to express my 
gratitude to her with the wish that she 
will continue to come in regularly, 
though she keeps threatening to ‘retire’ 
from coins. Those of you who know 
Heidi personally also know what a 
delightful person she is to have around. 

“The second Greek volunteer is just as 
charming and faithful; Ted Withington 
has been coming to the Greek 
Department since 1990. He usually 
comes twice a week and helps to enter 
coins in our database. This involves a 
detailed description of the objects with 
references to current publications. To 
give you an idea of the numbers, the 
Seleucid holdings consist of 3,957 coins 
and Ted personally entered more than 
two thirds of them. We have more than 
2,000 coins from the Ptolemies and Ted 
entered most of them as well. Now he is 
working on the coins of Lysimachos and 
I am sure he will continue at a steady 
pace. Thank you to both of you!” 

Michael Bates next cited two volun- 
teers in the departments under his super- 
vision: Kenneth L. MacKenzie and David 
Jen. 

“Kenneth MacKenzie has continued to 
be helpful to the Islamic department in 
many little ways. This year he has under- 
taken a major new project, as co-director 
of the upcoming ‘Turkish Treasures’ 
exhibit which will be shown at the 
December New York International 
Numismatic Convention and then at the 
Society. Kenneth has already sketched 
out the cases and has begun to pull 
together materials for the exhibit. 

“David Jen, our volunteer for East 
Asian coins, finished this year his re- 
organization of the Society's entire pre- 
twentieth century Chinese coin cabinet, 
some 40,000 coins, which for the first 
time in our history are completely 
arranged in a single sequence with all 
coins boxed and labeled and the trays in 
correct order. Since then, he has virtually 
completed the identification and arrange- 
ment of our Japanese collection. David 
also helped organize the Society's highly 


successful Chinese Cash Coinage 
Colloquium in February and gave one of 
the highlight presentations, on the detec- 
tion of cash forgeries. In collaboration with 
Ted Withington, David created an exhibit 
of six cases of Chinese coins and books 
which opened for the Colloquium and 
remained on view for another two months,” 

Last, speaking of the work of the “sea- 
soned” yolunteers, was ANS Librarian 
Frank Campbell who discussed Normand 
Pepin. 

“For some years now, Normand Pepin 
has been making regular visits to the 
Library in order to assist the library staff in 
tracking new gift acquisitions, especially 
auction catalogues and _ periodicals. 
Normand has kept our “house in order’ by 
integrating these acquisitions into our 
existing holdings. In addition, during the 
past year Normand almost single-handedly 
packed the Herman Miller library into car- 
tons and arranged for the transportation of 
this significant donation to the ANS 
library. The Librarian is most grateful to 
Normand and hopeful that he will continue 
to keep our “house in order’.” 


New Volunteers Cited 


For those who had not previously 
received their diploma recognition, ANS 
curators presented framed Certificates of 
Appreciation to David Feinstein and Jyoti 
Rai. 

William Metcalf noted, “David 
Feinstein is the best sort of volunteer. After 
an initial approach at one of our public 
meetings, he began coming regularly in 
January of this year and has been a regular 
figure once or twice a week ever since. His 
work has made it possible to respond to 
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Volunteer David Feinstein and Mrs. Feinstein enjoy 
the Appreciation Dinner. 
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those who use the ANS website and are 
quick to find and note inadequacies 
(including errors!), and to upgrade our 
recording of our own holdings, mainly by 
adding modern references to existing 
records. His work is painstaking and accu- 
rate, and in less than half a year over 3,000 
Roman records have been improved. We 
expect his rate will be even faster as he 
moves on to his one of his true loves, the 
Julio-Claudians. (Another is Yankee base- 
ball, and he also volunteered for the 
Seminar excursion to Yankee Stadium.) 
The Roman department is most grateful for 
the help of this loyal and congenial volun- 
teEly 

Bates followed to cite Ms. Rai. “Jyoti 
Rai, a rather elegant soft-spoken Indian 
lady, became a member of the ANS in 
1992, and, having seen the need for help in 
the South Asian department on her first 
visit, began working as a volunteer shortly 
afterward. She has organized, arranged, 
labeled and catalogued our collection of 
eighteenth and nineteenth century Sikh 
coins and has helped build it up to one of 
the world’s most complete through gifts of 
her own and by facilitating gifts from oth- 
ers, notably William F. Spengler. Two orig- 
inal articles on the Sikh coinage, using 
British documents to illuminate the loca- 
tion and output of obscure mints, have 
issued from her work on the ANS collec- 
tion. She has now sorting, organizing and 
counting the 8,000-odd Indian coins in the 
Lincoln gift of January 1997. Jyoti, the 
wife of a corporation executive, alternates 
residence between India and Long Island; 
when she is in the U.S., her presence at the 
ANS has been regular and constant, one or 
two days per week nearly every week.” 


Distinguished Volunteer Award 


President Houghton returned to the 
podium to report, “The Society’s 
Distinguished Volunteer Award, in the form 
of a suitably engraved silver medal, con- 
veys Our recognition to an individual or 
organization that has provided long-stand- 
ing, dedicated service to the Society in a 
voluntary capacity. This year we are 
pleased and honored to name as our recip- 
ient, The Harry Bass Research Foundation 
of Dallas, Texas.” 

On behalf of the Society, Elam read the 
following citation: 

“The Harry Bass Research Foundation 
was founded by Harry W. Bass Jr. in 1991 
initially to further the study of U.S. numis- 


matics based on his extensive collections. 
Mr. Bass, who had served as ANS 
President, 1978-1984, died on April 4 in 
Dallas. 

“Since its inception, the HBRF has 
taken a lead role in advancing the use of 
the Internet for numismatic research, based 
primarily on the publications, holdings, 
and services of the ANS. In 1995, the 
HBRF announced the inception of the 
‘Numismatic Indexes Project’ (NIP) to pro- 
vide searchable indexes of a number of 
American books, journals, and magazines 
in the discipline, including all ANS publi- 
cations. A scant three years later, this valu- 
able research tool is regularly used by vis- 
itors to the HBRF, as well as at the 
Society’s own website. The value of NIP is 
being greatly enhanced by the addition of 
searchable, full-text versions of the ANS 
journal, Numismatic Literature, an ongoing 
project of the HBRF. 

“The ANS website, AmNumSoc2.Org, 
owes its existence, maintenance, and ongo- 
ing development to the HBRF, without 
whose support, this highly regarded means 
of disseminating Society information and 
research would not have been possible. 
Among recent acclaimed innovations at the 
site has been the addition of over 550,000 
coin records from the ANS database, fully 
searchable via a high-speed search engine 
resident at the HBRF site. A searchable 
listing of ANS members is now also avail- 


able and we are currently adding, where 
permitted, hot-linked e-mail addresses to 
encourage direct communication between 
and among our members. In the offing is 
the addition of ANS Library catalogue 
records derived from the computerization 
of the Society’s card catalogue, a project 
sponsored by the HBRF and its parent 
Harry Bass Foundation. 

“It is a small token, indeed, of our great 
indebtedness and profound gratitude, to 
present the Society’s Distinguished 
Volunteer Award for 1998 to The Harry 
Bass Research Foundation.” 

The award was received in person by 
Doris Bass, President of the HBRF, who 
expressed her gratitude to the ANS for this 
singular honor and assured the audience 
that the foundation intends to carry for- 
ward her late husband’s aspirations for 
facilitating the study and enjoyment of 
numismatics. 

Houghton then introduced ANS 
Councillor Margo Russell who presented 
to Doris Bass a specially bound edition of 
Harry W. Bass Jr., Memories of His Life. 
This book, edited by Russell and Elam, 
was published by the ANS in respect and 
admiration for the Society’s late President 
and Benefactor. Russell remarked, 

“Doris, this Harry Bass book of memo- 
ries is not only the Society’s tribute to 
Harry; it’s a celebration of his life! And not 
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even Harry — with all his imagination and 
vision — could know his lasting impact on 
numismatics. This book tells that story. Not 
only did he fulfill his personal collecting 
passion, he discovered wonderful ways to 
share it with others. The Society is so 
grateful he chose this institution as one of 
his most important avenues. 

“This book is a collection of memories, 
letters and essays from Harry’s friends and 
colleagues. It gives some insight into his 
contributions to our wonderful world of 
numismatics. Leslie and I, as co-editors, 
had no illusions that we could ever, ever 
contain Harry Bass — or capture his essence 
— between the pages of a mere book! But I 
speak for both of us — it was a labor of 
great respect and deep regard. We thank all 
who contributed to these pages; they made 
the book! 

“Knowing Harry, Doris, he would be 
pleased to know this specially bound pre- 
sentation copy with his favorite ANS 
medal encased in the cover is one of a kind, 
a rare issue, a Mint State specimen. On 
behalf of the American Numismatic 
Society, I give you this book with love.” 

Mrs. Bass thanked all who had made 
possible this extraordinary gift which, she 
assured the gathering, will have a place of 
honor in the offices of the Harry Bass 
Research Foundation.

Talk by T.R. Fehrenbach 


Houghton then called on Dr. John 
Kleeberg, ANS Curator of Modern Coins 
and Currency, to introduce T.R. 
Fehrenbach, the featured speaker for the 
meeting. 

“Although this occasion marks the first 
time that our guest speaker has visited the 
ANS, we hold him a kindred spirit. As an 
undergraduate at Princeton University, T.R. 
Fehrenbach collected Roman bronze coins, 
an activity that drew the attention of 
Professor Louis C. West. In his other guise 
as President of the American Numismatic 
Society, West recruited Fehrenbach as a 
member in 1947 and last year at this time 
we had the distinct pleasure of honoring 
him as a Fifty- Year Member of the Society. 

“T.R. Fehrenbach’s collecting activities 
have broadened over the years to include, 
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modestly as he describes it, Spanish- 
American gold and Austrian  talers. 
However there is nothing modest about his 
many and varied contributions to American 
history. A prolific writer, he has published 
18 nonfiction books thus far, mainly on 
historical subjects, printed in ten lan- 


guages. To name but a few, This Kind of 


War, originally issued in 1963 and coming 
out in a new paperback edition this year, is 
considered the classic military history of 
the Korean War. One might note that 
Fehrenbach served both in World War II 
and the Korean War, retiring with the rank 
of Lt. Colonel. 1986 saw publication of 
Lone Star, the most widely read history of 
Texas and the basis for a PBS miniseries in 
1986. Currently out of print, this work will 
appear in a new edition next year. Two 
other important works are included in our 
Fehrenbach ‘Sampler’ display in the West 
Hall: Fire and Blood, a history of Mexico 
first published in 1973, and Comanches, 
The Destruction of a People, dating from 
1974. Interestingly, a good number of his 
books have either been club selections or 
used at colleges and universities, an unusu- 
al combination. 

“T.R. Fehrenbach also regularly con- 
tributes fiction and articles to a wide range 
of periodicals including Atlantic Monthly, 
New Republic, and Texas Monthly. He 
writes for leading international newspapers 
and magazines and is an award-winning 
Sunday editorial columnist for the San 
Antonio Express-News. 

“A Fellow of the Texas State Historical 
Association and a Knight of San Jacinto, 
the highest order of the Society of the 
Republic of Texas, T.R. Fehrenbach is a 
most welcome guest in our midst today to 
speak to us on ‘Unmoneyed Texas’.” 

Mr. Fehrenbach delighted the audience 
with a succinct yet extremely knowledge- 
able history of Texas, with emphasis on the 
Republican period. He pointed out that 
Texas initially sought to establish itself as 
an independent nation, including issuance 
of currency, before joining the Union in 
1846. 

Following Fehrenbach’s stimulating 
talk, Houghton concluded the program and 
invited all in attendance to attend the 
reception and to take the opportunity to 
meet our honored guests. He also took note 
of the special exhibits arranged for the 
occasion that were on display in the West 
Hall. These included a sampling of the 
works of T.R. Fehrenbach and a selection 
from the Society’s holdings of the 
Republic of Texas. 


Turkish Treasures 
in the ANS 


On the occasion of the 700th anniversary 
of the foundation of the Ottoman dynasty, 
the ANS will mount an exhibition of 
Turkish treasures from its own collection 
and others for the New York International 
Numismatic Convention, December 4-6, 
1998. 

The exhibit, organized by Kenneth 
MacKenzie and Islamic Curator Michael 
Bates, while focusing on the coinage of the 
Ottoman sultans, will be introduced by a 
display of the range of coins issued by 
Turkish governments throughout history, 
from ancient Xinjiang to Egypt to China to 
the new republics of Central Asia. 
Subsequent cases will show the origin and 
development of Ottoman coinage, the 
diversity of mints and regional issues, and 
the progress of industrialization of the mint 
from the seventeenth to the nineteenth cen- 
turies. 


Forum on Turkic Coinages 


In conjunction with the exhibition, there 
will be a colloquium at the NYINC on 
“Turkish Coins of the Islamic World” on 
Saturday, December 5, from 6-8 PM in the 
Marriott World Trade Center Hotel. 
William Warden, Chair of the ANS 
Committee on Islamic Coins and NYINC 
Educational Chairman, has organized the 
forum and will act as moderator. 
Participants will include: Kenneth M. 
MacKenzie, speaking on Turkish coins 
from the Bayliks to the Ottomans; Wayne 
G. Sayles, who will discuss the twelfth- 
century coinage of the Atabeg dynasties; 
William F. Spengler on the Great Seljuqs, 
Ghaznavids, Ghorids, Khwarizmshahs, the 
early Delhi Sultans and other minor dynas- 
ties; and the distinguished Pakistani numis- 
matist, Admiral Sohail Ahmad Khan, a 
founding member of the Pakistan 
Numismatic Society and author of the stan- 
dard work on coins of Pakistan, will speak 
on the Delhi Sultans. Mr. Warden has 
scheduled ample time following the illus- 
trated talks for discussion of the papers by 
members of the audience. 

After the NYINC, the Turkish Treasure 
exhibit will be transferred to the Society's 
East Hall where it will remain on display 
through February 7, 1999. On December 
12 a program with a speaker to be named 
will mark the exhibit re-opening.

“Circulating Counterfeits of the Americas” 
Promises to be a Conference of Great Interest 


Response to the call for papers for the 
1998 Coinage of the Americas Conference 
on circulating counterfeits has been very 
enthusiastic. It is evident that this is an area 
of very active scholarly research. We par- 
ticularly enjoyed reading about the set-up 
piece for the counterfeit bust half dollar, 
struck on a Brazilian 80 reis, which was 
written about in the July/August 1998 issue 
of Heritage Insider, where Sheridan 
Downey described it as “a nifty and oddly 
desirable example of criminal Americana.” 

Two authorities in the field of bogus bust 
halves, Keith Davignon and Bradley 
Karoleff, will give a paper at this confer- 
ence. The program includes many other 
distinguished researchers. Philip Mossman 
and Charles Smith have long been serious 
students of counterfeit halfpence; their 
paper, “Local and Non-local Production of 
Counterfeit Coppers for Circulation in 
British North America in the Eighteenth 
Century,” will include both struck and cast 
productions in England, Ireland, and 
British North America. The specialist Mike 
Ringo has been researching counterfeits 
very intensely for many years, and promis- 
es some new discoveries in November; last 
month he walked into our office with a pair 
of dies for a counterfeit 8 reales, so his 
research is going well. Emmett McDonald 
recently received information from Eric P. 
Newman about Newman’s own research on 
counterfeit detecting devices, which 


included some devices McDonald had not 
previously seen, so his research too will 
have some new discoveries. Colonial spe- 
cialist John Lorenzo will deliver a paper 
entitled, “The Counterfeit Spanish Two 
Reales: Canadian Blacksmiths or North 
American Tokens?” Other papers will be 
by John Kleeberg, also on counterfeit 2 
reales; by Horace Flatt, on counterfeiting 
of the Bolivian 4 soles of 1830, which was 
counterfeited in many countries over many 
years; by Richard Doty on the counterfeit- 
ing of private banknotes; and by Michael 
Sullivan on counterfeit detectors. 

The ANS will put on a special exhibit of 
circulating counterfeits in connection with 
the conference; the exhibit will feature 
coins described in J.L. Riddell’s A 
Monograph of the Dollar, Good and Bad. 
Selections from private collections will 
also be on display; one collector is consid- 
ering an exhibit of Bungtowns.

Inaugural Fowler 
Lecture September 26 


Professor Frank L. Holt will deliver the 
first annual Harry W. Fowler Memorial 
Lecture at the ANS on September 26, at 3:00 
PM, speaking on “Every Coin a Mystery: the 
Quest for Bactria”’ Holt is Associate 
Professor of History at the University of 
Houston, Texas, where he has been teaching 
since 1982. He is one of the foremost spe- 
cialists of ancient Bactria in the U.S. and has 
written extensively on the subject. His book, 
Alexander the Great and Bactria — The 
Formation of a Greek Frontier in Central 
Asia, published by EJ. Brill in 1988, is 
already in its fourth printing. His latest book, 
Thundering Zeus: The Making of Hellenistic 
Bactria, is scheduled to be released by the 
University of California Press in 1999. He is 
also a very successful writer for general 
audiences as is attested by his many articles 
in Archaeology Magazine, Aramco World 
and The Ancient World. 

Professor Holt attended the ANS Graduate 
Seminar in Numismatics in 1980 and has 
been an Associate Member since. He was 
Director of the Houston Mummy Research 
Program from 1987 through 1990. One 
could not think of a more suitable candidate 
to inaugurate the Harry W. Fowler Memorial 
Lecture since the coins of Bactria were the 
main area of interest of the ANS past 
President who assembled a most impressive 
collection, bequeathed to the ANS at his 
death in 1994. The lecture will be followed 
by a reception and by a subscription dinner 
at The Terrace, the widely acclaimed restau- 
rant atop Columbia University’s Butler Hall.

ANS Bactrian Sylloge Forthcoming 


The Society’s collection of “Graeco- 
Bactrian and Indo-Greek Coins,” Part 9 of 
the SNGANS series, is now in press toward 
publication at the time of the Fowler 
Memorial Lecture. Compiled by Osmund 
Bopearachchi, the ANS sylloge of 1,745 
coins follows the arrangement established 
by Bopearachchi in his seminal Monnaies 
gréco-bactriennes et —indo-grecques.

ANS Acquires Unique Historical Medal 


Wartenberg Attends 
ANA Summer School 


Shortly after her arrival at the ANS, 
Assistant Director Ute Wartenberg went to 
Colorado Springs where she attended the 
summer school of the American 
Numismatic Association from July 11-17. 
Almost 350 students of numismatics took 
part in classes offered over a wide variety 
of topics, such as U.S. coinages, coin pho- 
tography, medal engraving, or the Internet. 

As a student in a class on counterfeits, 
Dr. Wartenberg learned much about U.S. 
coinage, while she was also getting to 
know the ANA and their impressive head- 
quarters and museum collections. The 
ANA and its curator, Robert Hoge, hosted 
a reception in her honor, at which she met 
many of the ANA Governors and staff 
members. In a short address, ANS 
Councillor Eric Newman, who was one of 
the instructors at the summer school, 
expressed the wish that both organizations 
would continue working together to forge 
closer links for the betterment of the disci- 
pline. 





ANS Prince of Wales Medal 

One of the last acts of generosity by for- 
mer ANS President Harry W. Bass, Jr., was 
the purchase for the Society’s collection of 
the unique striking in gold of the medal 
produced by the ANS in 1919 for the 
Prince of Wales. The medal was made by 
John Flanagan under the sponsorship of J. 
Sanford Saltus. In a ceremony aboard the 
royal yacht in New York harbor, Society 
President E. T. Newell presented the medal 
to the Prince, son of King George V. A spe- 
cial presentation box was made for the 
medal from an elm tree planted in Central 
Park by the Prince’s grandfather Edward 
VII, when he had visited New York as

The medal remained in the Prince’s pos- 
session after his coronation as Edward VIII 
in 1936 and his abdication later that year. 
In his years as Duke of Windsor, the medal 
was part of his personal collection, housed 
in France. At his death in 1972, it passed 
with his house in the Bois de Boulogne to 
Mohamed Al Fayed. It was listed in the cat- 
alogue of the collection of the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, scheduled for sale at 
Sotheby’s in September of 1997, and 
rescheduled for this February after the 
death of Dodi Fayed and Diana, Princess of 
Wales. 


Gift of Harry W. Bass 


The purchase for the Society of the 
unique gold striking of this medal followed 
a tradition of similar gifts to the collection 
by Harry Bass of gold ANS medals, includ- 
ing the 1903 medal of Amerigo Vespucci 
by Victor D. Brenner (which had been in 
the collection of J.P. Morgan), and strik- 
ings in gold of the 1983 medal for the 
Society’s 125th anniversary and the 1986 
medal for the centenary of the Statue of 
Liberty.

RESEARCH NEWS 


Sears Lectures at ANS 


Stuart Sears, an alumnus of the ANS 
Graduate Seminar and a recipient of the 
Society’ Graduate Fellowship in 
Numismatics, returned to the Society on 
July 11 to discuss his doctoral research. 

The subject of his talk was “Solving an 
Enigma: The Immobilized Types of Sistan’ 
Sasanian Style Coinage.”  Sistan, a 
province which spans the modern bound- 
ary between Iran and Afghanistan, contin- 
ued to issue Sasanian style silver dirhams 
under Arab rule for about a half century 
after the end of the Sasanian empire. 
These post-Sasanian dirhams were then 
imitated in turn, perhaps until the end of 
the eighth century, perhaps by subsidiary 
mints within Sistan itself, perhaps by unof- 
ficial mints, and perhaps by mints of adja- 
cent still non-Muslim territories such as 
Bust to the east of Sistan. Sears divided 
this diverse coinage into four series and, 
using the evidence of style, die linkage, 


metrology, and metal analysis. suggested 
chronological and geographical attribu- 
tions for the coins. 

The lecture was set up on fairly short 
notice to take advantage of Sears’ visit to 
the ANS for research. It was treated as an 
event in the Graduate Seminar lecture 
series, but was also opened to ANS mem- 
bers. Notices were mailed in particular to 
members who have indicated an interest in 
Islamic or Sasanian coinage. The lecture 
was followed by lively discussion, and then 
by an informal luncheon. 

Sears’ Graduate Seminar research paper 
was expanded into his thesis, A Monetary 
History of Iraq and Iran, ca. CE 500 to 
750, which was presented to the 
Department of Near Eastern Languages 
and Civilizations, The University of 
Chicago, in 1997 for his Ph.D. He is now 
Assistant Professor in the Department of 
History of the American University in 
Cairo. 





Thracian Numismatics and Hoard Objects

the Graduate Group in Ancient History and 
Mediterranean Archaeology and The 
Classics Department of the University of 
California, Berkeley and the San Francisco 
Ancient Numismatic Society, will be held 
on Sunday, September 13, 1998, at Alumni 
House of the University of California, 
Berkeley.

The Greek, Getae-Thracian and Scythian 
contributions to the culture’ of 
Northwestern Pontic littoral can be 
revealed by the numismatic and archaeo- 
logical evidence. The cultural syncretism 
and economic prosperity gave rise to a 
diverse coinage. The monetary circulation 
of this area comprised the Cyzicenes and, 
later, the gold Lysimachi; the issues of the 
municipal authorities of Olbia, Tyra, the 
Bosporan kingdom, and the issues of the 
Scythian and Thracian dynasts.

The Kingdom of the Cimmerian 
Bosporus reached from the Crimea to the 
western Black Sea littoral.

Of inter- 
est is to see the later interaction with Rome 
during its client-state period when ruled by 
a succession of Thracian princes.

Ancient plate was valued by weight in 
the same units and on the same weight 
standards as currency. Many objects in the 
“Wealth of the Thracians” exhibition can 
be related to weight standards employed 
for Macedonian and Thracian coinage.

“Representations of the Zodiac in Thrace” 


At least 12 cities chose the zodiac as 
their coin type for some limited issues in 
the second and third centuries A.D. Though 
the bibliography on ancient astrology is 
extremely abundant, there is still no com- 
prehensive study on this subject. This 
paper discusses such representations in 
Thrace and attempts to interpret them in 
their historical and cultural context.

This stele was depicted 
on Megara's Hellenistic coins, and on the 
coins of Megara's Thracian colony, 
Byzantium. This paper will examine the 
iconographic and numismatic reasons for 
using the stele as a coin device.

Bates to Lecture at 
Metropolitan Museum 


ANS Curator of Islamic Coins Michael 
L. Bates will be one of three lecturers in 
this year’s Wilkinson Lecture Series at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. The theme 
of the series this year will be “Art and 
Writing.” 

Bates’ lecture will focus on the Abbasid 
coinage of the ninth century, when the 
canons of titulature, of coin design, and of 
the inscription of titles on coins and other 
objects, were being developed. At the 
beginning of the period, honorific titles 
were rarely and irregularly granted. By the 
time of the Buyids, honorary titles had 
become normal and their form was cus- 
tomary. Coins were a favored medium for 
the display of honorific titulature, but such 
titles were also used on official robes, on 
objets de luxe, on buildings, on flags, and 
on armor. 

The lectures will begin at 2:00 on 
Thursday, October 15, in the Uris Center 
Auditorium of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, at Fifth Avenue and 82nd Street. 
The public is invited; the lectures are free 
after museum admission. The series is 
sponsored jointly by the three Departments 
of Ancient Near Eastern, Egyptian, and 
Islamic Art. The full program will include:

Library Notes 


In connection with the Library’s card 
catalog retrospective conversion project, 
we have received from Gaylord 
Information Systems, Liverpool, New 
York, ten boxes of ANS library cards sent 
to them for conversion earlier this year, 
More than 8,000 converted records have 
also been received through electronic file 
transfer. These machine readable (MARC 
tagged) records are presently being 
proofed by the library staff. The data ele- 
ments found on our library cards are being 
entered into the appropriate MARC fields 
and the directions provided to Gaylord by 
Ms. Tamara Fultz, Assistant Librarian, 
regarding field and subfield designations, 
are being followed to our general satisfac- 
tion. The library staff has been in regular 
communication with both Gaylord and W. 
L. Hill Consulting, Dallas, Texas, the firm 
which developed the software used for 
viewing and editing the conyerted records. 
Within the next few weeks we expect to 
receive from Gaylord another shipment of 
cards, after which we will send additional 
cards to them for conversion. As the project 
proceeds and as Gaylord becomes more 
familiar with our conversion requirements, 
we expect the project to accelerate some- 
what.

1998 GRADUATE SEMINAR CONCLUDES

Serial #108 of The Colonial Newsletter 
has been mailed to subscribers. This, the 
August 1998 issue, represents the collabo- 
rative effort of several participants to reex- 
amine a 50-year-old mystery in Colonial 
numismatics - the Stepney [Connecticut] 
Hoard of Colonial and Confederation cop- 
pers. This cache was first described by 
Walter Breen in the January 1952 
Numismatist in his classic paper, “Survey 
of American Coin Hoards.” Since so many 
important details about this deposit were 
never revealed, a healthy skepticism devel- 
oped which questioned the authenticity of 
the find. Was it actually a deposit of coppers 
buried in 1788 as claimed, or was it a pur- 
poseful collection of pristine coppers 
assembled during a later period? 

The report that these coppers, buried in 
an iron kettle for 162 years, escaped signif- 
icant corrosion has remained another stum- 
bling block for some to accept the find as a 
genuine hoard. Professor Terry Lenz helps 
to elucidate this controversy. In this 46- 
page article, the multiple aspects of this 
mystery are discussed where proponents 
from both sides of the question express 
their opinions. We are particularly pleased 
to show photos of actual specimens of very 
high grade Connecticut coppers from the 
hoard, courtesy of Donald Groves, Robert 
Martin, and The Colonial Newsletter 
Foundation. Additionally, six uncirculated 
Machin’s Mills imitation halfpence from 
the Eric P. Newman collection are plated. 
Among the later is the famous 1776 CEOR- 
CIVS Ill REX [Vlack 9-76B] which was 
the key that unlocked another numismatic 
puzzle, the subject of Newman’s often 
quoted article, “A Recently Discovered 
Coin Solves a Vermont Numismatic 
Enigma.” It is left up to the reader to decide 
whether the hoard was fact or fancy. As Q. 
David Bowers, a contributor to the study 
commented, “Sometimes hoards and trea- 
sures keep their secrets well!” 

This current paper is another example of 
why the pre-Federal period is such an 
appealing area for numismatic research and 
numbers so many devoted followers.

ANS Leads 
FIDEM 
Delegation 


The Twenty-Sixth biennial congress of 
the Fédération Internationale de la 
Médaille will be held in The Hague, 
Netherlands, from October 21-through 24. 
Twenty-two individuals have registered to 
participate in the U.S.A. Delegation, led by 
ANS Curator of Medals Alan Stahl, who 
also serves on the Comité Executif of the 
international organization. 

The theme if the Congress, “influences,” 
will be most evident in the large exhibit of 
medals to be on view at the Beelden aan 
Zee sculpture museum during the meeting 
and through the fall. Rather than the usual 
biennial exhibition of current medallic 
work, this show will comprise three parts, 
chosen to illustrate the influences of recent 
medallic traditions in each country on con- 
temporary work and suggest future direc- 
tions for the art of the medal. Each coun- 
try’s delegation has selected work in three 
categories: medals made between 1947 and 
1972, medals made between 1972 and 
1992, and medals by young artists or of an 
innovative character. Most of the USA del- 
egation’s exhibit in the first two categories 
was selected from the rich holdings of the 
American Numismatic Society’s medals 
cabinet, and will be on loan from the 
Society for the show.

M. That firm’s 
subsequent event, October 31, continues a 
twelve-auction series, begun in 1994, to 
dispose of more than two million com- 
memorative coins of the German 
Democratic Republic, as well as uncircu- 
lated coins and banknotes, obtained from 
the Staatsbank (Berlin) after the fall of the 
Berlin Wall. 

These represent, of course, only a frac- 

tion of important international activity in 
early fall. To do better, we need your assis- 
tance, especially for Latin America and 
South Asia. 
Paul Naster (1913-1998). The ANS and the 
world of numismatics have lost one of their 
great representatives with the death of Paul 
Naster, who died on June 22, 1998. A rare 
combination of numismatist, archaeologist, 
and orientalist, his groundbreaking 
research illuminated difficult areas in 
Classical and Oriental numismatics. Born 
in Louvain, Belgium in 1913, Paul Naster 
joined the Coin Cabinet of the 
Bibliotheque Nationale in Brussels in 1942 
and was later Professor at the Universite 
Catholique de Louvain where he taught 
archaeology, numismatics and economic 
history. He was closely associated with the 
ANS which he joined in 1949; in 1968 he 
was elected a Corresponding Member. 
Prof. Naster served as Visiting Scholar to 
the Society’s Graduate Seminar in 1966 
and in 1986 he was awarded the 
Huntington Medal Award in recognition of 
his contributions to research and scholar- 
ship in the discipline.

On the occasion of his 75th birthday, 
ANS Life Fellow Charles Hersh was greet- 
ed by almost 100 friends and colleagues at 
a reception in his honor on June 4, 1998 at 
the British Museum in London. Hosts for 
the affair were Robert Anderson, Director 
of the British Museum and California busi- 
nessman Richard B. Witschonke, who, like 
Charles, is an ardent student of Roman 
coinage as well as an ANS Life Fellow. It 
was an international event, which brought 
together friends from the academic and 
commercial world with other old friends 
and family from as far as Australia, the 
U.S. and many European countries. 

In his address Dr. Anderson recounted 
Charles’s life-long association with the 
Department of Coins and Medals where he 


developed his interest in Roman and Greek 
coins. As a token of friendship and of his 
own gratitude to his mentor, Mr. 
Witschonke presented a special leather- 
bound volume of essays on Macedonian 
and Roman Republican coins in Charles 
Hersh’s honor, which had been prepared as 
surprise gift for the occasion and had been 
kept from him until that moment as a well- 
guarded secret. 

Following the ceremonies, Mr. 
Witschonke hosted a dinner at Rules 
Restaurant in Convent Garden, where the 
party spent a most enjoyable evening. The 
reception and dinner were attended by 
many distinguished numismatists and 
friends, among them ANS staff members 
William Metcalf, Chief Curator, and Ute

Coins (IBSCC). The latter site contains 


contact coordinates but is otherwise 
restricted to members. 
“Numismatique Passion,’ located at 


http://www.altern.org/numis/numis.html, 
is a new French endeavor with consider- 
able potential for the international numis- 
matist. It offers an English option, but 
those who can manage the language at all 
will prefer the French version. The site lists 
numismatic meetings, shows and other 
activity in dozens of French communities 
as well as several cities in the United 
Kingdom, Belgium, Switzerland and Italy. 
Links are provided to more than 200 
numismatic sites worldwide, a few com- 
mercial, many more professional or schol- 
arly. These include, as might be expected, 
the ANS and other major societies, but 
where else can one conveniently find con- 
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nections to the Austrian and Norwegian 
mints and the Numismatic Cabinet of the 
Slovenian National Museum — not to men- 
tion the Cuban Numismatic Museum in 
Havana? I even found a link to the “Ottilia 
Buerger Collection of Ancient and 
Byzantine Coins” at Lawrence University 
in Wisconsin, where I will teach this year. 

Growing pains are still evident. 
Movement around the site is slow, the 
Forum is under used, the Virtual Museum’s 
exhibit, “Coinage From Croesus to the 
Euro,” which could be a fine teaching tool 
for young numismatists, loads only a por- 
tion of its images. Also, most of the exotic 
links, potentially the most useful feature, 
seem not yet active. Nevertheless, this is a 
site worth return visits to check its 
progress.

Annual Report Available 


The Society’s Annual Report for the 
period ended September 30, 1997 is in the 
mail to all ANS members. Copies are avail- 
able to others on request. The Report is 
introduced by ANS President Arthur 
Houghton who highlights the events and 
activities of the past year. Important acqui- 
sitions in both the Coin Department and in 
the Library are described and illustrated. 
Statistically, 14,217 coins and related 
objects were acquired and 4,962 books and 
other library materials were added; in both 
instances the great majority were by gift. 

The section on Educational Programs 
and Awards details the Society’s commit- 
ment during the past year to numismatic 
research and scholarship, and the dissemi- 
nation of information in many and varied 
forums, both here at the ANS and else- 
where. The ANS is rightfully proud that 
both the number of awards administered by 
the Society and the number of funded pub- 
lic programs increased during the past year. 
The narrative portion of the Report also 
discusses the publications issued during 
the period, including the inception of the 
Colonial Newsletter as an ANS journal. 

Happily names were added to each of the 
aggregate giving categories recognizing 
Benefactors of the Society at the $200,000 
level, Patrons at $50,000, and Sponsors at 
$10,000. The ANS is certainly grateful to 
loyal donors whose contributions build the 
collections and support the mission of our
